"I said Holly had a chronic 
intestinal complaint. He had 
always been accustomed to using 
a little beer. He did better with 
that small quantity at times 
when he required it. 

"I want to state that I am not 
in the habit of prescribing beer, 
but if a man, in the eyes of the 
law has the right to have some, 
it's not up to the doctor to be a 
moral judge. It'r up to him to 
comply with the law and let the 
man have a reasonable amount." 

"I figured that since he had a 
right within the law to have 
some on prescription, I had no 
right to deprive him of it since

Canadian Editors 
Travel To World's Fair 
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Citizens Far From Unan- 
imous In Discussing 
Parking Problems 

Suggest Parking Lots 

'To park or not to park" is 
still the contentious question 
along tha Main St. And there is 
no unanimity of opinion. Park- 
ing on one side, on both sides 
and no parking at all— each has 
its sponsor. 

"Personally I don't give a hoot 
if they stop all the parking from 
here to North Bay," declared 
one prominent merchant. 
"But it won't work. They 
tried it in Orillia once and they 
were glad to be through with it. 
No matter which side you stop it 
on, the merchants on the other 
side will be annoyed." 

"It's a very delicate situation," 
was Bert Morrison's comment. I 
do think if we hod signs indicat- 
ing parking areas for visitors it 
would work out all right. Other- 
wise I think we would lose a lot 
of business." 

Sam Gibney thinks it should 
be abolished on one side. He 
thinks much of the difficulty 
would disappear if the merchants 
themselves would leave their 
cars behind the stores, 'it does- 
n't affect me," he said, "but I 
can see how they lose business 
when visitors slow down, look 
for a parking space and then 
drive on." 

Elman Campbell feels that if 
only legitimate customers were 
allowed to park on Main St. 
there would be no trouble. Thove 
is too much unnecessary parking 
of commercial vehicles when 
they could easily use the lane." 
One gentleman w h o from 
his lofty cyry is wont to gaze 
with a philosophic eye on the 
meanderings of mere mankind 
on the Main St. became really 
emphatic. "The big trouble is 
the merchants themselves spoil 
Main St. Time after time they 
park." 

In answer to the suggestion 
voiced in various sources that 
upstairs offices were responsible 
for much of the congestion, Miss 
Beatrice Lyons, charming young 
partner in a legal firm, was 
sweetly emphatic. "I don't think 
it's common at all. In fact, I 
can't say I've ever noticed it." 

Then indicating with a sweep 
the vista spreading from the rear 
of her office window, "Just look 
nut here. Do you sec all those 
cars? Well, that is where most 
of the offices have their park- 
ing." 

Chester Best, local druggist, 
agreed whole-heartedly with the 
suggestion that half-hour park- 
ing be enforced on the Main St. 
"Dozens of people have told me 
that they couldn't find a place 
to park and were forced to drive 
on. I feel that the merchants 
lose a considerable amount of 
business this way. And most of 
the trouble is caused by un- 
necessary parking on the part of 
Ihe merchants themselves. We 
could easily use parking lots and 
insist on half-hour parking with 
the possible exception of Satur- 
days."

Traveller Says Merchant 
Makes Town Alive Or Dead 



Small Town DealersTake 
Too Bie A Jolt. Ad- 
vises Price Tags 

"Smnlt-town merchants are 
taking a bigger jolt than they 
have any need to, 1 ' declared 
James F. Bowman, one-time 
editor of the Express-Herald and 
now travelling in a line where 
competition is so rough that 
there arc only three major com- 
panies left in North America. 

"They must adapt themselves 
more than ever to face competi- 
tion. Prices were never lower 
than they arc today. The general 
public don't realise this and it's 
up to the storekeeper to tell 
them. He can only do this by 
having prominent price tags on 
every article. I would stress this 
particularly because in these 
times people have been educated 
by advertising to want to live in 
greater comfort. They often 
have a menial standard of living 
which is higher than their salary. 
Trice tags give them confidence. 

"In n small town most of the 
customers personally know tho 
merchant. They like to buy 
from some one they know but at 
the same time they don't want to 
refuse to buy even if the mer- 
chant hasn't got exactly what 
they want. That is why a mer- 
chant should do everything poss- 
ible to create the impression 
that ho would rather turn down 
n sale than sell a customer some- 
thing the latter doesn't want. I 
have noticed ono interesting ex- 
ample of this theory in a small 
town in the north. Signs nre 
displayed to tho effect that pat- 
rons are. invited to inspect tho 
stock and feel under no obliga- 
tion to buy.

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ROLLING THE PORK BARREL 

"They're rolling the pork barrel from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific" says Dr. Manion. The 
Globe and Mail goes further.

In order 
to secure uniformity, a committee of four or five 
teachers supervise the work of each group. To 
allow for a margin of error, ail papers in a fairly 
wide range are entirely re-read. The papers are 
then bundled and forwarded to a new group — the 
checkers. These people are responsible for 
ensuring that no mechanical errors have appeared 
in the marker's work. If they find any they 
return them for correction. At this stage the 
papers are sent back to the department Here 
the marks are entered on the list of candidates. 
Then the revising board meets, but what goes on 
there is hidden behind a veil of secrecy. It is 

assumed, however, that individual consideration 
is there given to border-line candidates. What- 
ever our opinion of examinations in general may 
be, we must admit that the Ontario department 
of education is making the best of it.

CHATTER

Is there anything that can be 
done about the Starlings? We do 
not object to having Robins and 
other of our bird friends helping 
themselves to a few cherries, but 
when an army of Starlings come 
along and take your crop of chei- 
ries. it brings them to your notice. 
Someone tells us that they ate 
their crop of garden pea3. some 
other persons, strawberries, and 
stripped the cherry trees that were 
a drift of white blossoms in the 
spring. Could they only be sprayed 
or dusted with arsenate of lime 
or lead like the potato bug:*, we 
would get after them. 

I have mentioned previously in 
the raspberry season of the menace 
to the canes by that Insect which 
lays Its eggs near the top of the 
raspberry canes, causing the top 
to wilt. Keep an eye on your rasp- 
berry bushes, and when there is a 
wilting top. you will notice two 
rings about half an Inch apart. 
Just below. The destructive insect 
Is In the stem between these two 
rings. If left, it will eat down the 
stem to the root and destroy the 
plant. 

Break off the top at the lower 
ring, and If convenient, burn these 
tops. There seems to be an enemy 
for every crop, and a vigilant eye 
must ever be on the lookout to 
curb the trouble.

Editor, Tho Km: There Is being 
launched In Toronto a movement 
called Tho Voluntary Hcglstrotton 
of Canadian Women. This Is ft 
plan to register Canadian women 
for national service. Tho regis- 
tration Is to be dune by n door-to- 
door canvass, detail* of which are 
given in an article published In 
tho Juno Issue of "Chatelaine." 
Volunteer workers will call at all 
the homes in Canada, with tho 
exception of tho province of Que- 
bec. An extensive questionnaire 
will he used and the replies will 
bo tabulated and stored In the fllos 
of the sponsoring commltteo. "It 
Is expected," according to the 
Chatelaine article, "that most 
women approached will bo willing 
to cooperate, though If canvas- 
sers find anyono hostile to tho 
schome, or openly disloyal, that In- 
formation too will bo filed." 

Tho sponsors of this plan are 
soaking the approval of the govern- 
ment, tho co-operation of women's 
organisations, and the support of 
prominent women. The provision- 
al committee consisted of Senator 
KalUs and Mrs. Black, hU\ Miss 
Hyndman.

a dozen prairie 
Liberals talk about when they are 
on their way to dinner in Toronto, 
we'll try to pass some of it along. 
It was interesting to us, and as 
the dozen Liberals knew there were 
at least two with them who were 
outside the party, we don't think 
we are betraying; any confidences. 

First, it was decided that the 
three prairie provinces would re- 
turn approximately the same mini- 
be** of Liberal members as In the 
previous election. In Manitoba and 
in Saskatchewan they anticipated 
the loss of a number of seats, but 
in Alberta . . . and there was a 
gleeful rubbing of hands at the 
thought of what would happen to 
Premier Aberhart. 

Mr. Aberhart is going on a 
sleighing party, Alberta's liberals 
believe, and the Alberta Liberals 
are going to take care of the 
slaying, personally. 

Mr. Aberhart, the Alberta 
Liberals admitted, had done a good 
job for Alberta, but they consider- 
ed that was a pretty slim excuse 
for Aberhart remaining In office. 
Mr. Aberhart hnd repudiated a lot 
of debts, but the liberals did not 
seem to hold that against bin). 
What farmer worries about the 
bondholders, anyway, they intim- 
ated. 

Mr. Aberhart has also consoli- 
dated 8,000 school- districts Into 40 
school districts, and greatly in- 
creased the quality of rural edu- 
cation, the Liberals gladly admit' 
ted. They contended, however, that 
while this was good for education 
and for Alberta, it was very bad 
for Mr. Aberhart. It had increased 
taxes In many districts. 

"The farmer is not interested In 
educating his children, but he Is 
Interested in taxes," the Edmonton 
chappie maintained, and his view 
was generally accepted. 

Mr. Aberhart had also taken 
much of the excess profits from 
the business of supplying govern- 
ment needs, the Edmonton lad 
stated. He had, for example, 
ordered ink hi bulk by the carload, 
and had transferred It into bottles 
found by the roadside, and given it 
to government departments, in- 
stead of more attractively bottled 
and more expensive brands. He 
had carried this economy practis- 
ing throughout the government, 
but It would not do him much 
good, said the voice from Edmon- 
ton. 

With the exception of the paper 
which got the bulk of the govern- 
ment printing, the press was 
against Aberhart, continued Mr. 
Edmonton. -We suppose Aberhart's 
previous attempts to control press 
comment on government activity 
had something to do with It . . . 

we know how we would feel about 
that. 

Mr. Aberhart has another praise- 
worthy Idea, the man from Edmon- 
ton thought— he Is putting the gov- 
ernment into the farm equipment 
business. If a farmer breaks a 
gear on his tractor, the govern- 
ment will sell him a replacement. 
The dealers' profit will be the far- 
mers' saving. The Edmonton 
Liberal did not know who would 
make the parte for the govern- 
ment, but he earnestly expressed 
hla hope, that, for party purposes, 
parts fell apart. So to speak.
